Continuation of 3. NOTE: The extensive changes to claim 8 require further search and/or consideration. Claim 8 at least appears to have 
new 112 issues since it first recites "each of the resonators comprising: ... a first electrode;... a second electrode; and a piezoelectric layer 
between the first electrode and the second electrode" (see lines 2-5), which is by definition a bulk acoutic wave (BAW) resonator, but then 
recites "wherein one of the resonators is connected to the stacked crystal filter.. .the one of the resonators comprising a bulk acoustic wave 
resonator or an inductive-capacitve (LC) resonator" (see lines 11-14). With each of the resonators having the BAW resonator structure 
recited on lines 2-5, it is unclear how the resonator can now alternatively be an LC resonator. Similarly, there appear to be new 112 issues 
regarding the resonator as recited in new claim 26 . 
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
